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SELECTMEN’S REPORT.

To the Taxpayers of West Rutland ; 

Your selectmen have drawn eighty-nine orders the past 
jear, as follows : 

General account, fifty-seven ; on special account, one ; on 
highway account, twelve ; on liquor agency account, sixteen; 
and for bills contracted by previous board, three. 

GENERAL ACCOUNT, 

Fifty-seven orders drawn on general account amount to 
$2,704.07; of this sum the amount paid the overseer, 
$300,00, taxes on town farm, $69.48, are chargeable to 
poor expenses. Interest on the town fronds amounting to 
$875,00, interest on United States surplus fund to $$86.54, 
are compulsory expenditures- Orders drawn on account 
of sheep being killed by dogs, amounting to $84.00, is not 
an expense to the town, as there is a balance on band of 
dog fund amounting to $30.80* Thpse items, together 
with $153.00 paid as salaries to the town officers of the 
previous year, amount to $1,868.02 ; deducting this from 
the $2,704.07, it leaves $836.05 which is the amount your 
selectmen expended in running town affairs, and this 
amount includes the price of the new iron bridge on Clar- 
endon avenue, with work on abutments, also work on Ross 
street sewer, and money paid for work done by the listers, 
and is a more favorable showir% than last year, 

SPECIAL ACCOUNT. 

Order No. 77 was not really an expenditure, but a voucher 
to the town treasurer for the payment of the 10 cent school 
tax voted at the last town meeting. 
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HIGHWAY account. 

Your selectmen have drawn 12 orders on the highway 
fund amounting to $2,679.80. Of this amount $265.00 was 
pan for a road machine, which leaves a balance on hand 
of highway fund of *112.84. Owing to the large amount 
of rain the past year the highways have needed more than- 
ordinary repairs. In purchasing the road machine your 
se ectinen haie felt that that they were supplying a long- 
el t want,. and the coming year will witness a revolution in 
road repairing. The highways in town are in better con- 
< itiou than ever before, and an itemized account of the- 
highway fund will be found annexed to this report.

, 0,1 account of the resignation of Mr. White, the County

His report will be found 
on another page ; and in connection with the amount of 
liqiior sold there should be taken into consideration the 
fact that the people of Ira, Tinmouth and other surround- 
ing towns, which have no agencies, come to West Rutland 
for liquor for medicinal purposes. 

bridges, 

i^o uew bridges have been built on the cause way, one 
opposite the cheese factory, also one near the Ira line, the 
past year. The bridge opposite the Mead place on Ularen- 

, * Yeme * has been an Eyesore for some time, and your 
selectmen thought it a matter of economy to substitute the 
wooden structure with an iron bridge. The bridge was 
built by the Berlin Iron Bridge Co. of East Berlin, Conn 
and placed m position for $285, to our entire satisfaction! 
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The bridge lias fourteen 7-inch steel beams, and the cost, 
when compared with the cost of the iron budge at the 
depot, which was 1505.36, is indeed a favorable comparison. 
It is 'Unnecessary to comment on the economy of building 
iron bridges, but would say that we think it good policy 
for the town to build at least one each year, wherever public 
travel requires. 

OUTSTANDING ORDERS AND TAXES. 

At the beginning of the year there was outstanding 
•orders against the town amounting to $3,988.52, which had 
accumulated during the two preceding years. This year 
the outstanding orders have increased $826.71, which is 
■due to the following cause : At the last town meeting a 
town tax of 25 cents on the dollar, a state tax of 20 cents ? 
a school tax of 10 cents and a highway tax of 15 cents on 
the dollar was voted. It was ^ also voted to allow to the 
taxpayer a discount of 4 per cent on all taxes paid on or 
before Oct 1st. Now while a town can vote to give a dis- 
count on a state tax, a school tax and a highway tax, still 
the* law oo m pels a town to pay those taxes in full and what- 
ever amount is discounted must be paid out of the town 
d;ax. Such we have been compelled to do during the past 
year, and the discount on those taxes, together with the 
abatements of the Boafcd of Civil Authority, and the col- 
lector's fees, leave less than a tax of 20 cents on the dollar 
'with which to pay the expenses of the town government for 
the past year. 


NEW STREETS AND SEWERS. 

Petitions are now on file in the selectmen's office, asking 
’for the laying out and working of Franklin Avenue, on the 
Blanchard estate, and Harrison Avenue on the Thrall farm, 
but owing to the manner in which the taxes were dis- 
counted the board deemed it inadvisable. The sewer on 
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Barnes street was delayed for the same reason. The build- 
ing of a sewer on Boss street was a public necessity, owing: 
to the location of the town liquor agency. 

THE TOWN FARM AND TOWN POO It. 

As will be seen by the Overseer’s report printed else^ 
where, the poor expenses have been large the past year* 
The account as presented by him with deductions, amounts 
to 13, ICG. 83, to which should be added $300.00 paid him and 
taxes on town farm amounting to $69.48, which makes a 
total of $3,536.31. 

The views of the present board of Selectmen concerning 
the management of the town farm and town poor, are well 
known, and in the attempts we have made to better the* 
condition of affairs at the town farm, the members of the- 
board have been unanimous in their action and views. 

We not only think the system is wrong, but that the- 
manner in which the system has been carried out the past 
year has shown a gross disregard for the interests of the- 
tax- payers of our town. 

As a remedy for the existing state of affairs, we quote 
from the report of the previous board, in whose suggestions* 
we heartily concur : 

While your Selectmen believe that all the deserving poor 
should receive proper assistance and while they appreciate- 
that in a manufacturing town, the poor expenses will* 
always be a prominent item, they believe that under a dif- 
ferent system, the cost of the poor could be materially 
decreased, and at the same time, that those deserving town 
aid could be as well taken care of as tinder the method 
which has prevailed in the past. They therefore recom- 
mend that the tax-payers of the town do elect as overseer 
of the poor, the board of Selectmen, and that if necessary 
they instruct the board to make a contract with some-

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ITEMIZED ACCOUNT OF HIGHWAY FUND* 


7$ tie Tax-payers of West Rutland: 

la presenting an itemized account of the highway fund 
f >r the tirst time in the history of our town government, I 
«Wsc t necessary that a brief statement of facts should 
the presentation of such an account At the com- 
mmctmmt of the year the board divided the roads of the 
% mto three sections, the part I had charge of being all 
west of the main line of the Delaware & Hudson 
C ir.il Co/a track. Of these the Board man Hill road has 
been thoroughly worked the past year* and, with a little 
attention in the spring , will need no further repairs the 
* uning year. The causeway has been graveled wherever 
erned necessary; also two of the largest bridges built 
entirely new, and abutments rebuilt, the labor of which 
was paid for out of my orders on the highway fund. Clar- 
endon avenue has been practically lowered, leaving a good 
r id bed ; the earth removed being used in widening and 
extending Blanchard avenue. The main road south to the 
Clarendon line has been completely worked, part being 
graveled, the remainder being worked with, the road 
machine. The bridge south of the Horuidge place has 
been newly planked ; also the bridge opposite the cheese 
factory has been planked and strengthened with additional 
stringers. The road south of the Smith residence, leading 
to the Ira line, has been thoroughly worked, and a bridge, 
18 feet span, entirely new, erected. Clark Hill road has 
been repaired, together with sluiceways and bridges, and 
has suffered no damage by the fall rains. The road -lead- 
ing to the Youngs farm, which caused considerable com- 
plaint and was in a bad condition, with ingrowing shrub- 
bery and a gullied roadbed. The roadbed has been repaired 
with suitable water-bars, the brush cut, and the road is 
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now open for travel. Marble street has been graveled on 
the west side of the horse-car track and covered with mar* 
ble chips on the east side. Smith and Brown streets have 
received a much-needed graveling ; Barnes street has been 
worked with the road machine. It requires the building of 
four rods of sewer to carry the surface water to the brook- 
The Castleton road has been graveled to its junction with 
Water street. The remaining part was worked with tho 
road machine. The numerous sluiceways on this road 
have been put in serviceable shape. In employing men and 
teams to work on the highway, I have endeavored to secure 
honest work and economy in the expenditure of the peo- 
ple’s money. The following is au itemized account, show- 
ing by whom the work was performed, the day and date of 
its performance, the number of days worked, the rate per 
day and the total amount, all of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted.
